Chance glassworks 
campaign by pupils 

SCHOOLCHILDREN have joined a cam¬ 
paign to protect a historic Smethwick 
glassworks site which is the subject of a 
proposed £10 million transformation. 

A campaign group wants to bring homes 
and employment to the historic Chance 
Brothers site. However, concerns have 
been raised that the presence of a skip hire 
firm could scupper their plans. 

Year 7 pupils from Holly Lodge School 
in Smethwick have been brought on board 
after researching the history of the glass¬ 
works site. The school has teamed up with 
the Chance Glass Works Heritage Trust to 
call upon planners to reject an application 
from the skip firm to remain at the site.

A NEW mother left hospital 
after she gave birth, while tis¬ 
sue designed to stop bleeding 
was still left inside her, it has 
emerged. 

The woman only discovered the er¬ 
ror when she was in the shower at 
home. 

She had given birth at City Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham two days earlier and the fact a pack, 
used to stem bleeding, had not been removed 
was missed by doctors. Bosses at the hospital 
said lessons will be learned from the ‘never 
event’. 

And an investigation was launched by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospital. The incident was so 
serious to be classed as a ‘never event’, which 
should not take place in a hospital. 

An investigation found there was a break¬ 
down in communication, with a ward round re¬ 
quest to remove packs never making it to teams 
caring for the mother. 

The pregnant woman, who did not speak 
English, attended the hospital on June 4 suf¬ 
fering antenatal bleeding. She was kept in 
overnight and when the bleeding continued it 
was decided she needed to have a Caesarean. 

Delivery 

The baby was delivered safely and two packs 
were inserted. Doctors noted this but when a 
request was later made for them to be removed, 
no change was made to the documentation they 
rely on. The mother then discharged herself 
from hospital. 

Following the investigation, hospital bosses 
said staff would be briefed on the importance of 
updating documents in a bid to avoid a repeat 
of the incident. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, vice chairman of 
Sandwell Council’s Health and Adult Social 
Care Scrutiny Board, said he was disappointed 
to hear of the incident. He added: “These things 
are called never events for a reason - because 
they should never happen. It’s important that 
people learn from this and it doesn’t happen 
again. Obviously it’s really disappointing that 
this has happened and it must have been dis¬ 
tressing for the lady involved.” 

Medical director Dr Roger Stedman said: 
“From our investigation we have identified 
that the correct information in relation to the 
number of packs used during a procedure was 
not properly documented and the handover be¬ 
tween clinicians was incomplete. 

“We can never promise no errors will happen 
in care, but we are constantly working to be as 
safe as it is possible to be.”

SCORES of volleyball players from across the 
country descended on West Bromwich to take 
part in the 37th annual Sandwell Volleyball 
Tournament, at Sandwell Valley on Saturday. 

The award-winning tournament attracted 
players in the three categories - men, women 
and mixed teams. Richard Callicott, the pres¬ 
ident of British Volleyball and honorary pres¬ 
ident of Volleyball England, said the day had 
been a success. 

Since the event returned to Sandwell Valley 


in 2010 it has continued to grow and the latest 
edition was made up of 24 teams. The overall 
winners were Liverpool, with the University 
of Birmingham second and Wombourne third. 

Mr Callicott said: “We had lots of visitors to 
Sandwell Valley stop off to watch and take an 
interest. There were lots of people fascinated 
and interested by it and wanting to see what 
was going on. The sport is beginning to pros¬ 
per and there are a lot of teams in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire.” 


While still not as popular as its mid-1990s 
peak - when the event attracted up to 4,000 
participants - Mr Callicott said it is becom¬ 
ing a fixture in the calendar and increasing in 
popularity year on year. 

Consideration is being given to extend it to 
a two-day tournament next year, with teams 
invited to stay over for the duration by camp¬ 
ing out. The tournament was popular in the 
1990s but there was a spell at the start of the 
2000s when it did not take place.

A FEARLESS teenager who scared a 
burglar from her home has been nomi¬ 
nated for a young citizen award. 

Millie Dee from West Bromwich came 
face-to-face with the crook - who was 
armed with a bag of tools - on the stairs 
of her home and caused him to flee after 
screaming ‘get out of my house’ at the 
top of her voice. 

She also made sure her 12-year-old 
sister Amber was safe in a bedroom up¬ 
stairs before calmly calling 999, giving 
officers the ‘most detailed and precise 
description of an offender’ they had 
heard. Millie, aged 15, will find out if 


she has won the award at the PCC’s 
Outstanding Citizens ceremony, next 
Wednesday, at The Rep in Birmingham. 
She was nominated by West Midlands 
Police. Her mum, Karen said: “It was a 
Saturday morning and I was out at work 
and their dad was walking the dog. 

“There was a knock at the door and 
Millie noticed a strange car and a man 
she didn’t recognise outside - so she 
told Amber to leave it and they both 
stepped away from the door. But he 
came back around 20 minutes later and, 
unbeknown to Millie and Amber, breaks 
in through the conservatory. The first 


thing Millie hears of it is the click of the 
living room door and then they are face- 
to-face on the stairs. 

“Millie screams at the top of her lungs 
and he runs away back the way he came. 

“She called the police and stayed so 
calm and collected. They say your reac¬ 
tion is either fight or flight and I’m re¬ 
ally proud she stood her ground.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson said: “Millie 
was so brave on the day in question - 
there are not many people out there who 
would have stood their ground and been 
so fearless. Well done, Millie.” 


Market finally shuts 
after 40 years' trade 

CRADLEY Heath market has 
closed down after more than 40 
years after a decrease in traders. 

It comes after the market was left 
with just one stallholder after trad¬ 
ers abandoned the place, moving into 
nearby shop units. 

Oyster Properties say they are now in 
talks with big retailers Asda and Lidl over 
the future of the market. 

Concerns were raised earlier this year 
about falling footfall at the 40-capacity 
market hall, despite a five-figure invest¬ 
ment by the property group. 

A spokesman for Oyster said: “The last 
year and a half we have been trying to re¬ 
vive the market and get it back to where it 
should be but we either did not have the 
right people coming in or they were just not 
coming at all. It was not very sustainable 
as the biggest kill was the rates. Unfortu¬ 
nately it has not survived but are keen to 
look to the future and get someone in the 
space.” 

Focus 

Around six stalls have now moved into 
the shop units attached to the market hall, 
also owned by Oyster, including former pet 
food, flowers and giftware stalls. 

The spokesman continued: “Since it has 
been empty we have spoken to a few large 
retail companies who could bring more 
footfall into Cradley by taking over the old 
space. These include names such as Home 
Bargains, Asda and Lidl. Our focus is to 
look for the right person to go into there 
now. 

“What is extremely positive is the fact 
that it has created an entrepreneurship in 
the town as the adjoining shop units that 
some holders have moved into are doing 
very well. We want to see the whole of Cra¬ 
dley regenerated in a similar way.” 

Gary Link, who had previously worked 
on the fish counter in the market, said the 
end of the market was incredibly sad. 

“It was expected that it was going to hap¬ 
pen as there was just one trader left in the 
end as most had moved on or moved into 
the shop units,” Mr Link said. 

“Nevertheless I was still shocked as it 
used to be thriving and it was really sad to 
see it deteriorate.” 

The Central Market Hall on High Street 
is still open to shoppers. 


Ex-pilot shares his war horrors

A WAR hero who was shot down in 
Iraq and paraded on national TV 
inspired a crowd with the frighten¬ 
ing realities of his experience. 

Former fighter pilot John Pe¬ 
ters was in the RAF during the 
first Gulf War, when his Tornado 
was shot down on the very first 
low-flying mission. Mr Peters was 
captured, taken to prison and 
tortured. A photo of his battered 
face was shown on Iraqi television 
which was seen across the world. 

At a concert to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the start 
of the Battle of the Somme, by The 
People’s Orchestra in West Brom¬ 
wich on Sunday, he shared his ex¬ 
periences of the true reality of war. 

Mr Peters said: “I went to war 
with 50 other friends - they all 
have fantastic stories and got shot 


at, or did 25 war missions. But none 
of them are asked to speak at town 
halls like this to tell their own sto¬ 
ries. So why me? The reason is that 
picture. We were the ones on TV. I 
went to war and got shot and cap¬ 
tured. But when I returned home 
I returned home to mass media 
attention - everyone was saying I 
was brave.” 

His harrowing experiences at 
the hands of Iraqi troops were ex¬ 
pressed with brutal honesty. After 
parachuting out of his jet he and 
navigator John Nichol were cap¬ 
tured in the desert by 25 soldiers 
with machine guns. On his journey 
to the Iraqi capital, Mr Peters said 
his head was ‘smashed against the 
side of the lorry’ and he was ‘hit by 
pistol butts’. 

Then when interrogated he ex¬ 


plained how he was only supposed 
to answer questions about name, 
rank, number and date of birth. 

Mr Peters said: “Suddenly you’re 
on the floor with five or six men hit¬ 
ting you with baseball bats. They 
haul you up then smash you on the 
floor again. You’re hit with rubber 
truncheons, your hair is set on fire, 
they threaten to gang rape you or 
put knives up your ****. This goes 
on for minutes, for hours, it goes 
on for days - it goes on for seven 
weeks. 

“Then one day the bombing 
stops, the ground stops vibrating 
and there’s a knock on the door. 
The man who came in said ‘good 
morning Flight Lieutenant, the 
war is over. If there’s anything my 
staff can do for you then please 
ask.’” 


Teenager 
suffered 
ordeal after 
being held 

A TEENAGER held another youth hos¬ 
tage and threatened to kill him unless 
friends and family members transferred 
money into his bank account. 

But Mohammed Islam was snared by a 
half-eaten chocolate bar that he enjoyed 
while carrying out the crime, which 
helped to jail him for eight years. 

He casually munched on the Wispa 
while making his demands on March 
25 this year, as his terrified victim sat 
scared for his life on the 18-year-old’s 
bedroom floor. 

Islam was able to get the victim - also 
then aged 18 - to his address, at Brook- 
piece House in Druids Heath, by using a 
girl he knew as a ruse to entice him over. 

When he arrived, he held a knife to his 
throat, pulled his jumper over his head 
and dragged him into his bedroom where 
he forced him to sit on the floor. 

Islam made the victim phone his dad 
to tell him he was being held hostage and 
ask for cash. But when he only agreed to 
send £150, Islam saw red and snatched 
the phone from him. He told the unsus¬ 
pecting father that unless he transferred 
a further £150 on top of the £150 he had 
already promised, he would stab his son. 

Islam then headed out with the vic¬ 
tim’s bank card and PIN to withdraw 
the money he had just extorted. 

But when Islam got back, he de¬ 
manded even more money. He made a 
second call to the father and this time 
falsely told him he had actually carried 
out the threat. 

Reduced to tears, the dad transferred 
yet another £150, which Islam went out 
to withdraw. 

After a three-hour long ordeal - dur¬ 
ing which he was slapped around the 
head and threatened - the 18-year-old 
was walked out of the flat with a plastic 
bag over his head. 

As Islam led him out of the flat to¬ 
wards a lift, the victim was able to grab 
the half-eaten Wispa and, after a few 
minutes, he removed the bag before run¬ 
ning to the nearest house for help. Police 
arrested Islam on April 3. 

Traces of DNA from the half-eaten 
Wispa were directly matched to Islam, 
who was later also picked out in an iden¬ 
tification parade. 

At Birmingham Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day he was sentenced after pleading 
guilty to robbery, false imprisonment 
and blackmail.

Chief coroner hails ‘centre of excellence'

THE Chief Coroner of England and 
Wales has hailed the new Black Coun¬ 
try Coroner’s court and offices in Old¬ 
bury as a ‘centre of excellence’. 

His Honour Judge Peter Thornton 
QC officially opened the new court at 
Jack Judge House last Thursday with 
Deputy Mayor of Sandwell, Council¬ 
lor Susan Downing. Senior Coroner 
Zafar Siddique and his team moved 
into Jack Judge House in April. 

A project funded by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil has seen £130,000 invested into 
new facilities. These include a new 
reception space, a dedicated waiting 


area for bereaved families and a new 
state-of-the-art digital court, which 
will allow for witnesses to give evi¬ 
dence in court by video link and for 
all future records to be held digitally. 

Judge Thornton praised Sandwell 
Council - which designed and fitted 
out the new centre - and the three 
other Black Country councils, Dud¬ 
ley, Walsall and Wolverhampton, for 
joining together as one team. 

He said: “I congratulate all the 
local authorities for their vision and 
good sense in bringing this service to¬ 
gether and providing these fantastic 


facilities which will save money in the 
long-term. You have clearly created 
an accessible centre of excellence and 
the public will undoubtedly benefit.” 

He described the new centre as sub¬ 
stantial and durable and “entirely ap¬ 
propriate” for bereaved families. 

Judge Thornton said the average 
waiting time for inquests following 
deaths was eight weeks in the Black 
Country - compared to an England 
and Wales average of more than 20 
weeks. Mr Siddique explained the 
Black Country service was now hold¬ 
ing 700 inquests a year. 


Children's home gets 
'inadequate' rating 


THE accessibility of a knife and 
punches being thrown between 
teenagers has seen a children’s 
home receive an ‘inadequate’ rating 
from inspectors. 

Charity St Christopher’s, who run the 
Sandwell children’s home in question, 
say they are disappointed by Ofsted’s re¬ 
port highlighting what the inspector calls 
‘widespread failures’ in the protection of 
the young residents. 

In his report, inspector Mark Fitzgerald said: 
“Hazardous situations are not dealt with effec¬ 
tively. This failure places young people and 
staff at risk. For example, a young person was 
able to remove a kitchen knife from a cupboard 
that managers and staff believed was secure. 

“Once the knife was retrieved, it was put 
back into the same insecure cupboard. The 
same young person was subsequently able to 
remove the same knife from the same cupboard 
the following day. The lack of learning from the 
original incident meant that the police were re¬ 
quired to intervene to resolve the matter.” 

Seriousness 

Another incident was described by the in¬ 
spector, which also contributed to the home 
receiving the ‘inadequate’ rating. 

“Recording of critical incidents does not re¬ 
flect the true seriousness of the situation. For 
example, one young person punched another 
twice in the face. The staff described this as 
‘play fighting’,” said Mr Fitzgerald. In addi¬ 
tion he expressed concern that the vulnerable 
youngsters were able to lock themselves in the 
bathroom. 

Other criticisms included an ‘over-reliance 
on agency staff and the state of the home in 
which the children are housed, with the re¬ 
port making reference to stained carpets, poor 
paintwork and mould in the bathroom. The 
exact location of the home, has been kept con¬ 
fidential by St Christopher’s and Ofsted due to 
safeguarding reasons. 

Ron Giddens, director of operations at St 
Christopher’s, said: “It was unexpected and 
clearly very disappointing. We have been run¬ 
ning children’s homes for many years. The 
young people we care for are making good pro¬ 
gress and have a very good relationship with 
staff. Those in care often come from difficult 
backgrounds, but we have been able to help 
many of them get into college, university and 
jobs.”

Mr Cadman is from Tunbridge 
Wells and is described as around 5ft 
7in tall, of slim build, with short curly 
black hair and brown eyes. 

He was last seen wearing dark blue 
denim jeans, tan brown boots, a blue 
Tshirt and a blue hoody with the 
words ‘trill’ on it. 

Anyone with information should 
call Sandwell Police on 101 or call the 
Missing People charity on 116 000. 

Unions in call 
over services

out of the authority’s control. 

UNISON, GMB and Unite met to 
voice their opposition to any propos¬ 
als to privatise Sandwell’s children’s 
services. Discussions are under way 
about the future of the services after 
recommendations made by commis¬ 
sioner Eleanor Brazil. 

Options under scrutiny are either 
to move children’s social care to a 
voluntary trust with the council’s 
co-operation, or to appoint an exec¬ 
utive commissioner to oversee care. 
The final decision rests with Minister 
of State for Children and Families, Ed¬ 
ward Timpson.

I can 
only refer her to that classic (and probably 
apocryphal) newspaper billboard: “Fog in 
the Channel - Continent Isolated.” 

I WOULD understand it if my wife sent 
me an email expressing reservations about 
Boris Johnson, like the one columnist Sa¬ 
rah Vine sent to her husband, the Tory MP 
and Brexit campaigner Michael Gove. I 
would sympathise if my wife pressed the 
wrong button and the email ended up in 
the public domain; these things happen. 
What any spouse would find hard to for¬ 
give is Vine’s shrill use of capital letters 
in her email which reads: “One simple 
message: you MUST have SPECIFIC AS¬ 
SURANCES from Boris OTHERWISE you 
cannot guarantee your support.” Does Mr 
Gove enjoy being addressed like a particu¬ 
larly dim five-year-old? 

THE mystery of why young people are 
so fond of the EU continues. In a matter of 
minutes on Tuesday evening, thousands of 
young people congregated in Westminster 
to demonstrate against Brexit. They claim 
to love the EU, but have they spoken to 
any young people from the south of the 
continent? Here in Britain, unemployment 
among the under-25s is only about 13 per 
cent. In Italy it is 39 per cent, in Spain 45.3 
per cent and in Greece a shattering 48.9 
per cent. The EU these British kids cher¬ 
ish has inflicted utter hopelessness on 
the youth of half a continent. You can use 
many adjectives to describe the EU, but 
not benevolent. 

YOU know 
how it is when 
you don’t think 
you’ve heard 
the whole sto¬ 
ry? Bank of 
England Gover¬ 
nor Mark Car¬ 
ney says the 
bank is ready 
to provide £250, 000 million of addition¬ 
al funds to support financial markets. So 
where did he suddenly find that? Down the 
back of the sofa? 

IN these uncertain post-referendum 
days, do you not feel the sand shifting 
beneath your feet? Like many Leavers, I 
watched the results coming in with mount¬ 
ing delight, followed by that “what have we 
done?” moment, followed in turn by grow¬ 
ing pride and optimism. We are an amaz¬ 
ing nation. We can do great things. But 
now there’s a growing suspicion that Brexit 
is simply not going to happen. As I wrote 
on June 13, not entirely tongue-in-cheek: 
“Let me say it once again. If we vote In, we 
stay in the EU. If we vote Out, we stay in 
the EU. Simple as that.” Time will tell.

Chain may close unprofitable outlets 


THE owner of budget fashion chain 
Store Twenty One, which has five 
shops in the Black Country, has pro¬ 
posed a radical restructure of the 
retailer as it scrambles to avoid ad¬ 
ministration. 

Indian manufacturing giant Alok 
Group has tabled a proposal for a 
company voluntary arrangement, 
which is understood to involve slash¬ 
ing its rent bill and potentially clos¬ 


ing unprofitable stores. Store Twenty 
One operates 202 shops, including 
Bloxwich, Brierley Hill, Brownhills, 
Dudley and Smethwick, and employs 
more than 1,000 people across the 
UK. Restructuring experts AlixPart- 
ners have been tasked with finding a 
lifeline for the firm, which continues 
to grapple with tough trading on the 
high street. 

Peter Saville, of AlixPartners, said: 


“We have been working closely with 
the directors of Store Twenty One 
for a number of weeks to consider 
options for the business and to chart 
a course for future success. 

“Our focus now is on putting the 
restructuring plan into action by 
working closely with the manage¬ 
ment team and all other stakehold¬ 
ers in order to position the business 
to succeed in what is clearly an ex¬ 


tremely competitive UK retail envi¬ 
ronment.” 

It was revealed at the beginning 
of June that the Store Twenty One 
would fall into administration at a 
court hearing on August 11 if a solu¬ 
tion could not be found. The retail¬ 
er’s troubles come amid a bloodbath 
on the high street with more than 
12,000 jobs at risk following the col¬ 
lapse of BHS and Austin Reed. 


Judges say driver must 
be kept off the roads

A BANNED driver who killed a 
soldier in Oldbury after speeding 
through a red light should be kept 
off the roads for ‘many years’, top 
judges have said. 

Kasim Mohammed, aged 27, of Bear¬ 
wood Road, Smethwick, slammed into 
Adam Hancox’s Ford Ka on the Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, in November 2014. 

He admitted caus¬ 
ing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving at 
Wolverhampton 
Crown Court and was 
jailed for 10 years 
and banned for 12 
years last year. Last 
week, Mohammed 
claimed the ban was 
too long at the Court 
of Appeal in London 
and should be re¬ 
duced to seven years. 

But Lord Justice 
Gross rejected the 
plea - citing Mo¬ 
hammed’s ‘horrific’ 
driving - but cut 
the disqualification 
by one year to take 
account of time Mo¬ 
hammed served in 
prison before he was 
sentenced. 

Giving judgment, 
he said Mohammed 
had a long record of 
driving offences and had been banned on mul¬ 
tiple occasions. The smash which killed Mr 
Hancox, a 26-year-old with the Royal Electri¬ 
cal and Mechanical Engineers, was the latest 
in that long list of convictions. 

Mohammed had been driving erratically 
and went through the red light at 60mph 
in an area with a 40mph limit. “The driving 
which caused the death involved a total disre¬ 
gard for the danger it posed to others,” said 
the appeal judge. “His driving was horrific.” 

Mohammed’s lawyers had argued it was 
wrong to ban him until he is 39 years old, 
when he will be out of prison and on licence 
by the age of 31. It could make it more diffi¬ 
cult for him to rehabilitate, it was argued. But 
Lord Justice Gross, sitting with Mr Justice 
William Davis and Judge Gregory Dickinson 
QC, said the public needed protection from 
his driving.

CRADLEY Heath bus station has been handed a na¬ 
tional award after being praised for measures which 
deter crime and anti-social behaviour. 

The facility was awarded safer bus station status 
after assessments by West Midlands Police and the 
British Parking Association. The checks include 
management and maintenance of the station en¬ 
suring there are appropriate levels of surveillance, 
lighting, signage and cleanliness. 

Bosses said these criteria are known to reduce the 
opportunity for crime and the fear of crime, creating 
a safer environment for passengers. 

Safer travel manager Mark Babington said: “This 
accreditation is a national first and demonstrates 
that we have in place measures which help to deter 
criminal activity and anti-social behaviour.” 

The station is owned and run by Transport for 
West Midlands, the transport arm of the new¬ 


ly-formed West Midlands Combined Authority. It 
was prepared for the assessment by the Safer Travel 
Partnership, which consists of TfWM, West Mid¬ 
lands Police, British Transport Police and transport 
operators. 

Councillor John McNicholas, outgoing chairman 
of the region’s transport delivery committee, said: 
“It is fantastic that not one but two of our bus sta¬ 
tions have been recognised. This success is down to 
the hard work of station staff and members of the 
safer travel team who do so much to ensure all our 
facilities are of the highest and safest standard.” 

Mike Gardner of the British Parking Association 
said: “This is a relatively new scheme, but as more 
people use public transport than ever before, and 
the fact that we are moving towards more intercon¬ 
nected transport networks, the time was right to 
extend crime prevention schemes into these areas.” 


City stores 
covering up 
mirrors for 
changing 

SHOPS in Birmingham’s Bullring are 
covering up changing room mirrors 
after a survey found three-quarters of 
women are put off buying a new outfit 
by their reflection. 

In a bid to make women feel more 
comfortable about their body image, 
centre owner Hammerson is running 
a trial mirror ban with stores over the 
next few days. 

Not every store is taking part in the 
pilot project, which is only running 
at the group’s Birmingham Bullring, 
Bristol Cabot Circus and Croydon 
Centrale centres, and some are just 
giving it a try for a day or even a few 
hours. The project does not extend to 
Hammerson’s other Birmingham city 
centre shopping destination, the new 
Grand Central complex above New 
Street Station. 

Alex Thomas, Hammerson’s re¬ 
gional marketing manager, said: 
“One of the main reasons people 
come to our shopping centres is to 
buy clothes, whether that be a brand 
new wardrobe or a one off item for a 
special occasion. We want to ensure 
that everyone feels comfortable and 
confident when trying on clothes. 

“We hope that women in particular 
will try something on and feel gor¬ 
geous and glamorous. Hopefully this 
will be a success and we can roll it out 
across our shopping centres for the 
summer.” 

The recent research found 71 per 
cent of women don’t feel confident 
buying a new outfit after they’ve tried 
it on and looked in the changing room 
mirror. 

Bosses in talks 
over holidays 

COUNCIL bosses have said they are 
in talks with schools in the borough 
following term-time holiday debates. 

It comes as the Isle of Wight Coun¬ 
cil are set to challenge a high court 
ruling not to fine a father who took his 
daughter on an unauthorised term- 
time holiday earlier this year. 

When asked at a Sandwell Council 
cabinet meeting if a change in school 
term dates could be made at all, cab¬ 
inet member for children’s services, 
Councillor Simon Hackett said: “It 
is an issue that is raised across the 
country as the price of travel is extor¬ 
tionate during holiday time. We have 
spoke to schools in Sandwell but are 
waiting for the outcome nationally.” 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling 
added that there would not be a ‘local 
easy solution’ to the ongoing problem.

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Hidden M42 services plan revealed 


Thousands 
of trains are 
more than a 
minute late 

MORE than 9,000 trains have de¬ 
parted one minute or more late from 
a Black Country railway station over 
a six month period. The figures come 
as part of an FOI request to Network 
Rail which shows that 9,688 servic¬ 
es departed one minute or more late 
from Rowley Regis station out of the 
25,098 that were planned to between 
November and May. 

Around 176 services were also 
cancelled during that period. The 
most delayed service was the 9.52am 
Worcester Shrub Hill to Whitlocks 
End service on the November 26, 
2015, which was 61 minutes late. 

It comes as Network Rail were crit¬ 
icised earlier this year for its failure 
to properly maintain railway lines, 
which has led to a backlog of repairs. 

Simon Masters, a spokesman for 
Network Rail, said: “Any delay is not 
acceptable however nine out of ten 
services arrive or depart within five 
minutes of the scheduled time. Net¬ 
work Rail constantly works with train 
operators to improve punctuality and 
reliability to provide passengers with 
the best possible level of service.” 

Rowley Regis railway station serves 
the town of Blackheath and the Row- 
ley Regis area of Sandwell. It is located 
on the Birmingham to Worcester via 
Kidderminster Line. 

Councillor David Hosell, who is 
cabinet member for highways and en¬ 
vironment at Sandwell Council, said: 
“I think I would find it intolerable if 
I was waiting there for a long time. 
But I expect that National Rail would 
be doing their best to look into this.” 

Council pledge 
over property 

SANDWELL Council chiefs have 
said they will bring in new measures 
to ensure council property is sold at 
market value, as the aftermath of the 
Wragge Report continues. 

Audit committee members hope 
the plan will prevent council property 
being sold at a lower price than val¬ 
ued. There will be a review of all other 
council land sales which took place be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2013 to compare the 
valuations with the sale prices. 

The report scrutinised allegedly 
dodgy deals by former deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain, who 
denies any wrongdoing. Some meas¬ 
ures have already been implemented 
and approved including requiring an 
external valuation on sales and pur¬ 
chases involving council employees, 
members their relatives or associates. 

A director will also have to sign off 
on any deal now. In addition extra 
checks have been introduced to the 
council’s money laundering policy and 
a ‘central register’ has been created 
to record declarations of interests of 
councillors and authority staff. 

Councillor Ann Jaron said: “This 
matter has blackened the reputation 
of all of us. Most of us keep our stand¬ 
ards well within the code of conduct 
and work hard to do it.”

HUNDREDS of new jobs could be cre¬ 
ated as plans for a new ‘hidden’ mo¬ 
torway services area in Solihull have 
been announced. 

The proposed services will be built 
by Applegreen, an international oper¬ 
ator of service stations, at junction 4 
on M42 near Shirley and will remain 
hidden from the view of motorists. 

The project has been designed by 
AFL Architects, who delivered the in¬ 
novative new Gloucester Services on 
the M5, which has been praised for its 
approach to sustainability and impact 
on boosting local supply chains. 


Like the Gloucestershire project, 
Applegreen aim to offer regional pro¬ 
duce to the thousands of motorway 
users who pass by every day. 

The proposals being developed in¬ 
cludes a grass covered canopy design 
that shields the main amenity build¬ 
ing and works with grass covered 
banks, to shield the facility from the 
M42 and from communities to the 
east of the site. And it is thought it 
could lead to around 300 jobs. 

Des Stafford, Head of Develop¬ 
ments UK for Applegreen, said: “We 
are committed to creating new jobs 


for local people to boost local econo¬ 
mies. Alongside that, there will be op¬ 
portunities for increased business for 
local traders. 

“Our approach is to use new best 
practices, developed for those service 
areas that have set new standards, 
like Gloucestershire, to create service 
areas that are both welcoming, offer 
value and do not cause issues for our 
neighbours. 

“Minimising our impact on the 
environment and the landscape is a 
priority for us and we will deliver this 
through great design.” 


Three stores on way at 
New Square, says boss 


BOSSES at a shopping centre in 
West Bromwich have announced 
they are planning to add three new 
stores to the complex’s retail mix. 

Centre boss Steve Burr said ‘significant 
negotiations’ were underway to fill three 
of the four empty retail units left at New 
Square Shopping Centre - creating jobs 
in the process. 

The companies in discussion with shopping 
centre bosses have not been disclosed but staff 
say it will bring new names to the town. 

It comes after it was announced last week 
that footfall has increased by 3.5 million since 
opening in July 2013. 

Plans to boost the centre’s night time econ¬ 
omy were also discussed as Mr Burr explained 
that their main aim was for ‘continual future 
growth’. 

Speaking to the Express & Star, he said: 
“There is potentially a lot more to come soon 
from New Square. We are currently in signif¬ 
icant negotiations with three operators to add 
to our retail mix and fill three out of four empty 
units. I can say that they will be new names for 
West Bromwich too. 

Complex 

“New Square has over-achieved our expecta¬ 
tions the past three years and put Sandwell as 
a main retail destination. 

“Just last week we had a 14 per cent increase 
on like for like visitors as we welcomed 165,000 
through the complex. 

“Our aim is to now continually grow and pro¬ 
vide the best quality for every type of shopper.” 

Visitor numbers to the shopping centre shot 
up by 25 per cent between January and Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

Last summer was the centre’s busiest too - 
seeing a total of 650,000 shoppers flock to the 
complex each month in June, July and August 
-12.5 per cent up on 2014. 

Mr Burr continued: “At the time we opened 
this it was on the back of the biggest economic 
downfall and if we had known that was going 
to happen when we had been planning it 15 
years previous then would we have gone ahead? 
Probably not. But the centre has done amaz¬ 
ingly. We are offering the right mix and qual¬ 
ity of fashion, food and entertainment along 
with all year-long events and raising money for 
Sandwell Hospital children’s wards.” 

The complex’s key retailers include Next, 
Outfit, Primark, Poundland and Peacocks. 


Murals take pride of place at park

STUNNING artwork has been 
unveiled detailing the history of 
West Bromwich after it was left 
hidden away for decades. 

Murals, created by William Bur¬ 
gess, from Sedgley, were originally 
installed in the old headquarters 
of the West Bromwich Building 
Society in 1978 and remained 
there up until earlier this year. 

But as the company has moved 
HQ the artwork needed a new 
home, and organisers stepped in 
to save the artwork and move it 
to a new home at Sandwell Park 


Farm. Now the installation of 
the artwork is complete after 
a lengthy and delicate process 
of transporting the pieces to 
Sandwell Park Farm. 

The colourful artwork was un¬ 
veiled at launch event by organ¬ 
isers where dignitaries of West 
Bromwich attended. 

Carol Hartill, secretary of 
Friends of Dartmouth Park, said: 
“It was a lovely event at the farm 
and now the artwork is in place 
it looks really good. The murals 
are displayed in the first room 


as you walk through the farm so 
everyone can get to see them. The 
artwork looks pretty spectacular. 
The artist of the murals, William 
Burgess, came along to to cut the 
ribbon at the launch.” 

The murals are made from clay 
and depict famous people and 
buildings, such as West Bromwich 
Town Hall, while another shows 
Oak House, and there is a mural 
of the Farley Clock Tower.

work. 
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Factory found 
worth £400k 

A CANNABIS factory housing plants 
worth more than £400,000 has been 
uncovered by police. 

Officers discovered the drugs den 
in Springfield Road, Halesowen in the 
early hours of last Wednesday. 

West Midlands police said officers 
from the town were carrying out local 
inquiries when they found six rooms 
in the property were being used to cul¬ 
tivate cannabis. 

A total of 836 plants - worth 
£418,000 - were found in the build¬ 
ing. So far no-one has been arrested in 
connection with the find, said police. 

Motorpoint opens 
50-job town site 

A NEW car sales firm has opened 
in Oldbury creating 50 jobs. Motor- 
point unveiled its latest supersite on 
Churchbridge Road last Friday. 

The firm has invested more than £5 
million in recent weeks on the five- 
acre site. John McConnell will be the 
general manager of the base. 

It comes as around 45 jobs were lost 
as a result of the closure of The Car 
Select arm of Lex Autolease in May. 
Banking giant Lloyds confirmed that 
they would be shutting the site last 
month in a decision to shift emphasis 
on its car retail business. 

Car and van in 
crash on bridge 

A CRASH between a car and a van 
caused delays in Cradley Heath. The 
accident took place on Cradley Road, 
on the canal bridge between Chapel 
Street and Abingdon Road, just before 
3pm on Friday. 

No-one was injured during the 
two-vehicle collision, but a backlog of 
traffic was caused on Saltwells Road. 

A West Midlands Ambulance 
spokesman said: “We received a call 
at 2.50pm to a car that had hit a van. 
It was a non-injury call out.” 

School left without 
water forced to shut 

A PRIMARY school was forced to close 
its doors after it was left without wa¬ 
ter. Pupils at St John Bosco Catholic 
Primary School in Hill Top, West Bro¬ 
mwich, were told to stay at home last 
Thursday. 

Sandwell Council were investigating 
the problem in the hope of re-opening 
the site as soon as possible. 

Parents were informed on the 
Thursday morning that the school 
would be forced to close for the day 
and it re-opened on Friday. 

Expressway closures 

OVERNIGHT closures of the Aston 
Expressway heading out of Birming¬ 
ham have begun. 

The carriageway heading towards 
the M6 is being closed off for mainte¬ 
nance. There will be disruption on the 
route, including road closures during 
some periods, until October.

Gunning 
for names 
linked to 
dark past 

THIS month we mark Black Country Day, 
a time to celebrate the countless indus¬ 
tries which made this area the workshop 
of the world. From the Newcomen steam 
engine at Dudley, the glittering glassware 
of Wordsley and Kingswinford, the red, 
fiery furnaces of Bilston, Wednesbury, 
and Brierley Hill - the Black Country led 
the world. 

Unless, it seems, you are the headmis¬ 
tress of a school at the heart of one of our 
historic manufacturing centres. 

For centuries there has been an area 
around the outskirts of West Bromwich 
known as Guns Village. Its precise origins 
are uncertain, but around the 18th and 
19th centuries it played a major role in 
Britain’s munitions industry. 

Ok, so some of the industrialists of the 
day weren’t too fussy about where their 
weapons ended up - in many cases, the 
Confederate side of the American Civil 
War. Nevertheless, Guns Village played 
an important role in making West Brom¬ 
wich the place it is today. 

Dawn Cooper, the headmistress of 
Guns Village Primary School, believes the 
name has connotations with gun crime, 
and is inviting people to come up with 
a nice new touchy-feely name for the 
school. I suppose we should be grateful 
she didn’t use the word ‘inclusive’, which 
usually accompanies such madcap pro¬ 
posals. But if you apply the same logic 
elsewhere, should Arsenal football club 
be renamed? 

Terminal 

Then there’s Fighting Cocks in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which of course is associated 
with blood-sports, not to mention the Bull 
Rings in Birmingham and Sedgley. 

And what about Penny Lane, immor¬ 
talised by The Beatles? The road, near 
John Lennon’s childhood home, was 
named after John Penny, a leading figure 
in Liverpool’s slave trade. I suppose Paul 
McCartney’s lyrics could be rewritten, 
but somehow “In the road at the junction 
near the bus terminal at Smithdown Place 
there is a barber showing photographs” 
doesn’t really work, does it? Maybe the 
song should be banned altogether. Suits 
me, I can’t stand The Beatles. 

But there is a serious side to all this. 
History is littered with bloody and unpal¬ 
atable stories, from the rise and fall of the 
Roman Empire to the Second World War. 
But this modern, ‘progressive’ idea that 
everything unpleasant or offensive should 
be airbrushed from our past is disturbing 
in an age where university students de¬ 
mand ‘safe spaces’ lest they be subject¬ 
ed to opinions they dislike. 

Guns Village will always be Guns Vil¬ 
lage, whatever the school thinks about it. 

But perhaps if schools spent more time 
teaching youngsters about local history 
rather than shielding them from anything 
unpleasant, they would have more of 
a sense of identity and civic pride, and 
might even be less likely to turn to crime.

Enter paediatrician Dr Nick Mak- 
wana who is hard at work in his clinic, 
helping children who suffer from the 
irritating symptoms of allergy to 
make their summers more bearable. 

Working with renowned immunolo¬ 
gist Dr Jonathan North, Dr Makwana 
has revolutionised the allergy service 
at Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust (SWBH) since 
he took it over in 2007. Over the past 
nine years he’s worked diligently to 
build up links with other hospitals 
across the UK, and now offers clinics 
that help desensitise children to milk 
and egg, which can generate harsh re¬ 
actions, and to grass, to help improve 
the symptoms of hayfever.

A WEST Bromwich church has under¬ 
gone more than £250,000 worth of re¬ 
pairs in the last five years - keeping it 
at the heart of the community. 

The Wesley Methodist Church in 
High Street holds events throughout 
the year as well as being a weekly 
meeting place for groups from across 
the Black Country. 

The church set up the 291 Commu¬ 
nity Association five years ago, which 
has raised money for the church to 
have its roof, heating and electrics 
replaced. Ian Collett, who is church 


treasurer, explained how the church 
has a proven track record of commu¬ 
nity involvement, enabling members 
to get involved with a range of volun¬ 
tary and community groups which use 
its premises for their work. 

He said: “The past few years has 
seen major work take place at the 
church. The community association 
together with the church has spent in 
the region of £250,000 on the property 
over the last five years, many roofs 
have been replaced, the heating to the 
whole of the building has been com¬ 


pletely replaced and much more. It 
has made it more modern, warm and 
watertight, which is great.” 

Giving a flavour of what the church 
has to offer, Mr Collett added: “It is an 
extremely active church that is at the 
heart of the community. 

“We have the two services each Sun¬ 
day and several groups which include 
the Boys’ Brigade Company which has 
been meeting there since 1924.”

Kier, which is behind the build, 
states in the design and access state¬ 
ment: “We committed to providing a 
successful residential development to 
regenerate this brownfield site which 
is a credit to all parties involved. 

“Further to the planning approval 
achieved on this site in November 
2013, the scheme presented in this 
new planning application follows the 
same design principles established 
through this current approval, in 
addition to this, subsequent pre-ap¬ 
plication discussions with Sandwell 
Council have further informed the 
design approach resulting in a well 
considered scheme.” 

Planning documents state that the 
houses will be TOO per cent private 
sale’. An area of landscaped public 
open space will be located to the south¬ 
east of the site.

The access into the site and internal 
road layout has remained the same as 
the previous planning approval, with 
the exception of the access through to 
Solari Close now being removed. 

The majority of houses will be 
two-storey with some two and a half 
storey to ‘provide variety to the street 
scene and feature gateway buildings 
on entry to the site’. 

Councillor Ian Jones, who repre¬ 
sents the Tipton Green ward, added: 
“In recent months there have been 
travellers on the site which has caused 
a nuisance. The flats used to be noto¬ 
rious on the Tipton skyline. For plans 
to have now been put forward for new 
homes is great.”

Dealership drama 
as cars catch fire 



A firefighter at the scene of the huge blaze after 40 
cars at a dealership caught on fire 

MORE than 40 vehicles went up in flames in a huge blaze 
at a car dealership. Firefighters spent hours tackling the 
inferno at British Car Auctions in Castle Bromwich. 

The alarm was raised at 2am, last Wednesday, with 
around 30 firefighters arriving at the scene to battle the 
flames. Crews spent several hours fighting to get the blaze 
under control and prevent it from spreading to neighbour¬ 
ing properties. 

Initially, it was reported that 20 cars and vans were on 
fire but flames quickly spread to engulf more vehicles. 

Police and ambulance crews, including the Hazardous 
Area Response Team, were also at the scene but there were 
no reports of any injuries. The fire was out by 7am but 
crews returned later on to damp down and check for any 
isolated spots that may still be burning. 

An investigation into the cause of the fire is under way. 

A spokeswoman for West Midlands Fire Service said: 
“The fire has been extinguished. 

“However, crews will return to the site later this morn¬ 
ing to damp down and check for any hotspots.” 


Cannabis 
factories 
found every 
three days 


A CANNABIS factory is raided by police in the 
Black Country every three days - according 
to new figures which show £9 million worth 
of drugs were seized in a year. 

But while that value figure is down from the year 
before, the number of factories discovered shot up 
from 88 to 129. 


West Midlands Police 
revealed they discovered 
£8,883,900 worth of canna¬ 
bis in the region from April 
2015 to April 2016. 

But this was a decrease of 
more than £lmillion from 
the previous year, where 
police found £10,163,700 
worth of cannabis for 
2014/15. 

However despite there 
being a drop in the value of 
cannabis found, the number 
of cannabis factories discov¬ 
ered has risen. In 2014/15 
88 cannabis factories were 
discovered by police in 
the Black Country, but in 
2015/16 there was 129 found 
- a 47 per cent increase. 

The figures show can¬ 
nabis factories are getting 
smaller but more common. 

West Midlands Police has 
a force dedicated to tackling 
cannabis factories and the 
sale of the drug which is its

cannabis disposal team. The 
team carries out raids every 
day across the West Mid¬ 
lands, including the Black 
Country. 

Police often highlight the 
dangers of the cultivation of 
cannabis. 

An officer from the team 
said: “We attend cannabis 
farms on a daily basis to 
find the electricity has been 
dangerously and illegally ab¬ 
stracted.”

Chiefs going hi-tech for 
high street shops study 


WALSALL and West Bromwich 
will be part of a hi-tech nation¬ 
wide study into the changing 
face of the high street. 

Around 1,000 sensors are being in¬ 
stalled in 81 towns and cities across 
the UK as part of the biggest-ever 
investigation into how we shop and 
where we go. 

The SmartStreetSensors are being in¬ 
stalled by the Local Data Company (LDC) 
in partnership with University College 
London and the Consumer Data Research 
Centre to get information on what is called 
‘footfall’ - the number of visits people make 
to their town centres. 

LDC already carries out research into 
shop openings and closures nationwide. 

The new devices will detect people vis¬ 
iting or passing particular shops and send 
the information to LDC’s ‘data warehouse’ 
where it will be monitored for research and 
also shown on the maps.cdrc.ac.uk website. 

Geographical 

As well as Park Street in Walsall and a 
site in West Bromwich, sensors are being 
installed in Birmingham. 

The organisers say: “The locations have 
been chosen in order to offer a wide geo¬ 
graphical spread, differing demographic 
profiles and a range of town centre profiles 
(based on health and occupancy).” 

With the rise of internet shopping in re¬ 
cent years the high street has changed as 
part of a consumer revolution. LDC data 
shows that last year multiple shop and 
leisure chains closed 1,043 stores on the 
high street, but 593 independent retailers 
opened up. 

To try and get a handle on what is hap¬ 
pening on the high streets of the UK, 
LDC has linked up with chains including 
Patisserie Valerie, Jack Wills, Tortilla, 
The Entertainer, Pizza Hut, Eurochange, 
Superdrug, Thorntons, Dixons Carphone, 
Itsu, Ed’s Easy Diner, Pret a Manger, Aldi 
and Oxfam.

Fire leaves 
ex-college 
building 
damaged 


THE former Sandwell College has been badly 
damaged after a blaze ripped through it. 

It is the third time in just over a year that the der¬ 
elict building on Crocketts Lane, Smethwick, has 
been hit by fire. The cause of the latest blaze had 
not been yet confirmed. 

Twenty-three firefighters were called out to tackle the 


blaze at the three-storey 
derelict building at lam last 
Friday. 

Crocketts Lane was shut 
during the operation. No¬ 
body is believed to have 
been inside the building. 

West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice spokesman Matthew 
Smith, said: “We got a call 
at 1.04am. We sent five fire 
engines to the scene. It was 
a severe fire in the second 
floor of a three-storey build¬ 
ing, formerly used as a col¬ 
lege. We had a total of eight 
firefighters wearing breath¬ 
ing apparatus and five main 
water jets.” 

Crews remained at the 
scene until shortly after 
3am. In August last year, 30 
firefighters battled to con¬ 
trol a blaze at the former 
campus. 

Meanwhile, another fire 
caused damage to the empty 
building back in May. Fire

crews received a 999 call to 
attend the campus at around 
4.45am near to Smethwick 
Police Station. 

The road was closed after 
flames tore through the 
property. On that occasion, 
firefighters used breathing 
apparatus to allow them to 
get close to the building and 
used hoses and a water jet to 
quell the flames. 

Fire Service spokesman 
Neil Spencer said the flames 
affected an area measuring 
200ft by 114ft at the site. 

It is believed that there 
may have been people in¬ 
side the empty property at 
the beginning of the fire but 
they then left. The Smeth¬ 
wick campus closed when 
college courses were cen¬ 
tralised by the opening of a 
£77m campus in West Bro¬ 
mwich in 2012.

Police say a man came up be¬ 
hind her and grabbed her handbag, before trying to run off. 

When the woman tried to hang onto her bag, the man 
dragged her into the road. The woman lost her footing and 
was pulled across the road, before hitting an island kerb. 

The man, described as black and wearing a black hooded 
jacket - which appears as green on the CCTV camera - 
then ran off with her bag towards Albert Road. 

The woman was taken to hospital following the robbery, 
where she was treated for serious bruising. 

Det Con Laurence Green from Force CID said: “This was 
a nasty attack on a vulnerable victim. Officers are hoping 
someone may have seen the robbery or have information 
as to who the man is. If anyone has any information please 
could they contact us on 101.”

SOMETIMES it’s nice to buy an antique 
just because it’s a talking point - and 
these are the kind of vintage items that 
look good displayed in a sitting room, din¬ 
ing room or hallway where all of your vis¬ 
itors will spot it!

China dolls may look a bit spooky with their wide 
glass eyes but they often appear sitting prettily on a 
bedroom cupboard, as do vintage teddy bears and gol- 
lies. 

These talking points can range from the sublime, 
such as a replica model of a Roman senator to the 
downright strange ... I have seen a coffee table made 
from a glass case containing a small stuffed shark! 

And for the more traditional coffee table, you could

In the early part of the 20th century cos¬ 
tumes were made of wool, heavy, ‘expanding’ 
and uncomfortable when wet, bathing shoes 
completed the ensemble.

No nonsense from top 
Nordic food champion

FRESH from an appearance on 
Saturday Kitchen, Claus Meyer is 
in a sea-blue three-piece suit and 
has spent the morning chopping 
up a raw inner-thigh of beef to 
make beetroot tartar with horse¬ 
radish. 

The restaurateur, businessman and 
chef is what you’d call supremely Nor¬ 
dic - from his no-nonsense attitude, to 
his chiselled, Viking cheekbones. 

That and the fact he spearheaded the 
Nordic cuisine food movement and co¬ 
founded Noma, widely considered the best 
restaurant in the world. 

“It’s difficult to compare anything with 
Noma,” he muses, “but it wasn’t my 
achievement alone, I had a very good chef 
and friend and partner with me down the 
road in Rene [Redzepi], and he grew a lot 
through the project. He was an unknown 
chef when we started, now he’s the most 
known chef in the whole world.” 

Noma sent Meyer stratospheric in the 
world of food, while driving the New Nor¬ 
dic Cuisine movement, and developing a 
manifesto for it in 2004 saw him define and 
develop a whole new way of thinking about 
and working with food in Denmark, focus¬ 
ing on simplicity, seasonality and freshness.

“Not only did we launch the Nordic Cui¬ 
sine,” he says proudly, “we also launched 
the concept of any region having the poten¬ 
tial - not only the right - but also the pos¬ 
sibility, to suddenly capture the moment.” 

However, Meyer’s personal ideas on food, 
and his recipes for home cooks, have only 
just become available in the UK. 

When he first wrote The Nordic Kitchen, 
it was at a time where, he explains, having 
launched Noma and Nordic Cuisine, he 
“wanted to translate all the culinary ideas 
and bring them into a home cooking con¬ 
text”. 

Dressing 

Meyer can seem severe, and the recipes 
spare, but, he says: “I consider my food, or 
any food, like a draft - people should not 
be afraid to change the recipes slightly, and 
they should definitely season it so it works 
for them. Seasoning food is very important, 
chopping up things and putting them in a 
salad bowl is so easy, but getting the dress¬ 
ing right? It’s so important.” 

Roughly 10 months ago, the 52-year-old 
moved with his wife, three daughters and 
two dogs to New York, and although he’s 
“not missing Denmark as much as I would 
have expected”, his new project is perhaps 


his most ambitious to date. The plan is to 
open a Nordic brasserie and food hall in 
Manhattan’s Grand Central Terminal. 

“It’s one thing speaking about a project, 
inventing it, financing it and looking at all 
the details, but when it starts becoming an 
operation that runs all day long, all year 
long, it’s a different animal,” Meyer ex¬ 
plains. 

“So I’m really scared - but I’m also look¬ 
ing forward to get into it. I’m tired of plan¬ 
ning and designing it, spending 20 million 
US dollars getting it up and running, I just 
want to see that animal. 

“It’s like training a racehorse: you’re in 
the training field for years, and you want 
that horse to run.” 

As you’d imagine, he gets very few days 
off, but when he does, Meyer says: “I play 
tennis and do sport with my girls, I read a 
little bit, I try and discover New York. But 
besides cooking, running this show, being 
there for the family, being present, whether 
that means making an ice-cream with the 
ice-cream machine, going for a walk with 
the dogs in the park, watching a nice film - 
in between those very, very down-to-earth, 
basic family things, like taking a long 
breakfast together on a Sunday morning, 
there is not much time. 

“Having brunch is not a passion, but you 
have to have that in your life somewhere.”

Chain reaction as town 
festival is marching on 


HUNDREDS of people gath¬ 
ered in Cradley Heath to 
mark a landmark event in the 
history of equal rights. 

The annual Chainmakers Fes¬ 
tival took over High Street in the 
town on Saturday. 

It commemorated the 1910 Women 
Chainmakers’ Strike led by Mary 
Macarthur and the women of Crad¬ 
ley Heath. A mural of the town’s sig¬ 
nificant buildings and personalities, 
painted by local artists Maren Lilley, 
was also unveiled on the bypass at the 
Fox Oak Street Business Units as part 
of the event. 

Market stalls, fairground rides, live 
music, dance and speeches took place. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member 
for environmental services, Hilary 
Bills, said the event had been a fan¬ 
tastic celebration of what the strike 
achieved more than 100 years ago. 

She said: “I’ve been involved with 
the festival since 2004 and it’s always 
good to re-enact the march the women 
did back in 1910. 

Celebrate 

“We’ve found our proper home 
now - the High Street is Cradley 
Heath where Mary Macarthur and the 
women actually made their stand. 

“It’s important to celebrate. It is 
growing every year and especially 
since we took it back to Cradley Heath. 
I bumped into quite a few people who 
said ‘my grandmother or great-grand¬ 
mother was a chainmaker’.” 

The strike was pivotal in labour his¬ 
tory and a significant step in the devel¬ 
opment of a universal minimum wage. 

During a visit to Empire Theatre in 
Cradley Heath, union leader Macar¬ 
thur saw poverty and was shocked by 
the infant mortality rate. 

After she persuaded chainmaker 
bosses to set a minimum wage, she was 
left angry when they found a loophole

that meant that the wage increase 
could be held back by nine months. 

This allowed them to stockpile chain 
and then lay off workers before the in¬ 
crease. 

In response, Macarthur organised 
strikes at chainmakers, the first being 
in Graingers Lane. The strike lasted 


10 weeks until employers finally 
agreed to meet their demands. 

Also at the event was author Tony 
Barnsley, who was selling his book 
Martha’s Story, based on the real-life 
diary of an 11-year-old girl who made 
chain with her family in the early 20th 
century.

PLANS for an £11.7 million 
manufacturing training cen¬ 
tre in Tipton have been for¬ 
mally submitted. 

The skills centre is proposed 
to be built at the former Thomas 
Dudley site off Tipton Road, Tiv- 
idale, in collaboration with the 
University of Wolverhampton. 

If built the facility will offer special¬ 
ist training in toolmaking, foundry 
skills, pattern making and metal form¬ 
ing and will become the latest training 
centre to launch in Dudley following 
several new Dudley College campuses 
in recent years. 

Artist’s impressions show a mod¬ 
ern-looking building, with the main 
workshop decked out in the colours of 
the Black Country flag. The centre is 
due to open in 2017 and it is hoped it 
will become the new institute of tech¬ 
nology in the Black Country. 

The scheme received £7.6 million of 
crucial funding was allocated by The 
Black Country Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (LEP) through its Growth 
Deal. It is now due to go before 
Sandwell Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee in the next few weeks. 

Ninder Johal, an LEP board mem¬ 
ber, said: “It’s great to see the plans 
have gone in. As we all know the Black 
Country has a long tradition of manu¬ 
facturing excellence and we have seen 
a recent renaissance in the area.” 

Bosses behind the scheme were 
keen to include the Black Country flag 
colours of black, red and white which 
have become so popular and identifi¬ 
able with the region in recent years. 

A design statement states: “The 
proposed colour scheme for the work¬ 
shop draws inspiration from the Black 
Country flag. We believe this reference 
will engender a sense of pride for the 
local community and make this an 
iconic building with an already proud 
industrial landscape.”

THE most prolific roads 
where motorists have been 
caught speeding in the 
Black Country have been 
revealed, with a Wednes- 
bury route among them. 

One road in Halesowen 
clocked up almost 1,000 of¬ 
fenders. On another a mo¬ 
torist was caught driving at 
92mph, on the northbound 
carriageway of the 40mph 
A4123 Birmingham New 
Road. 

A total of 970 motorists 
caught were on the A456 
Manor Way in Halesowen, 
which topped the list of 
cameras across the region 
which were activated the 
most. 

Second on the list of 
most triggered mobile cam¬ 
eras was the A459 Hale¬ 
sowen Road in Old Hill 
with 505 activations. Third 
was Henwood Road north¬

Help my little Sam to walk, 
says mother in £30k hopes 


A FUNDRAISING mission has begun to 
raise up to £30,000 to help a little boy from 
Wednesbury undergo a life-changing opera¬ 
tion to help him to walk. 

Four-year-old Sam Fellows has Deplegic Cerebral 
Palsy meaning he suffers with muscle stiffness and 


can’t play with friends an 

Sam was diagnosed with 
the rare condition in Sep¬ 
tember 2013 but now doc¬ 
tors have considered him 
for a special selective dorsal 
rhizotomy (SDR) operation 
used to improve muscles in 
cerebral palsy. 

But despite being referred 
to Leeds Hospital, funding 
for the operation was pulled 
in March. 

Now a campaign by par¬ 
ents Jen and Simon has got 
under way to raise as much 
money as possible to grant 
Sam his wish to walk. Mrs 
Fellows, aged 36, explained 
about the operation: “They 
would shave the nerves in 
his spine and enable him to 
make it easier to walk. 

“We were incredibly sad 
when NHS England pulled 
the funding in March and 
said it could take up to two 
years to sort anything out. 
So to start this fundraising 
campaign means that Sam 
will undergo an assessment 
and then hopefully fund it 
privately.

“But we started to notice 
a few development issues 
to do with his mobility and 
Sam was referred to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital mid-2013 just before 
we got married. Two days 
before Christmas we had 
the news that Sam had got 
Deplegic Cerebral Palsy.”

A new set of youngsters 
put themselves to the test 


T hree of TV’s hardest quiz 
shows - Only Connect, 
University Challenge and 
Mastermind - all return to BBC Two 
this week, ready to challenge 
viewers’ intellects and make some of 
us feel a little bit dim. (Although at 
least with Mastermind we can 
reassure ourselves that it’s nearly 
impossible to do well on someone 
else’s specialist subject). 

However, the show most likely to 
leave viewers feeling somewhat 
inadequate is arguably Child Genius, 
which is back for a fourth series on 
Channel 4. 

For newcomers, the programme 
follows some of the country’s 
cleverest eight to 12-year-olds as 
they battle it out to be crowned 
Britain’s brightest child in the now 
annual competition, which is 
organised in association with British 
Mensa. 

It’s not just about the questions. 
The series also follows the kids and 
their families, offering an insight into 
what it’s like to be a gifted youngster 
and the different ways their parents 
have of dealing with the challenges 


involved. It also gives viewers an 
opportunity to weigh up the age-old 
nature versus nurture debate, as 
they ask themselves whether the 
kids were just born bright, or if their 
intellectual ability is at least partly 
down to parental encouragement. 

However, what we do see of the 
competition can be tough, and in this 
first episode, the contestants will be 
facing the very demanding maths 
and memory rounds. 

So perhaps it’s reassuring that this 
year the questions will be asked by 
someone with a track record for 
putting nervous contestants at ease 
- Pointless co-host Richard Osman. 
Although sadly on this show, no one 
can simply answer ‘Central African 
Republic’ and hope for the best. 

Osman is certainly a fan of the 
programme, saying: “I jumped at the 
chance to get involved with Child 
Genius. The previous series have 
been so warm and charming, and 
such a celebration of bright and 
funny kids. 

“I know I would have taken part in 
the show if it had been around when 


I was young. I would have lost very 
badly though.” 

Hopefully, this year’s class of Child 
Geniuses are feeling more confident. 
The chances are that 12-year-old 
Mog is up for the challenge, as he 
put himself forward in the hopes of 
proving that you don’t need a pushy 
parent behind you to win. 

Some of the families featured are 
taking a slightly more hands-on 
approach though, including Simon 
from Essex, who has spent the past 
three years preparing his 11-year-old 
son Christopher for the show. Their 
training has included analysing every 
previous episode to find potential 
winning strategies. 

Meanwhile, Hayley should also be 
well prepared - her eldest child 
Curtis took part two years ago, and 
now she’s back with her 11-year-old 
daughter Sophia. 

And we also get to meet Max, 
whose mum Fanny is hoping that the 
process will encourage him to 
embrace his intellect. But given that 
the youngster has ADHD, how will he 
respond to the competition?

I DIDN’T come here to be insult¬ 
ed, I thought, as the waiter beck¬ 
oned me with a ‘Mongoose, sir!” 
So where would I usually go, you 
may ask? 

I jest of course. That was my drink 
of choice at the Royal Oak, in Rushall, 
a former pub which has a new lease of 
life as an Indian restaurant. 

Zahirul Islam pulls the strings in the 
tight-knit family-run operation, which also 
features two of his brothers and a cousin. 
He jokes that he is known as Zack to cus¬ 
tomers, friends and even his close family, 
simply because people struggled to spell, or 
even pronounce his name. 

And that in itself gives an indication of 
the staffs attitude. They are a jocular crew, 
so it’s easy to strike up a rapport with them. 

We visited during Holy month, so while 


Mark Shipp tucks in 


the staff were on a fast, the delivery of our 
food was speedy. Usually the chef would 
test the ingredients before serving up, but, 
being Ramadan, could not. Instead, he had 
to use all his expertise to know exactly the 
right blend for our meals. It worked a treat. 

For the record, I tried the machli tikka, 
pink salmon, served with coconut rice. The 
other half took her choice from the signa¬ 
ture dishes and opted for the Manchurian 
chicken - which sounds like something 
Noel Gallagher would choose - served with 
mushroom rice. 

Other exotic-sounding options from the 
same range include lamb pelli pelli, mus¬ 
tard fish and jinga delight, but there’s an 
extensive menu, from a Royal mixed grill in 
the grilled section, to the more traditional 
choices or biryani dishes. Vegetarians are 


catered for with the likes of paneer birbali, 
while omelette and chips and tarragon 
chicken feature among the English dishes. 

The Royal Oak serves up a wider range 
of drinks than one would usually find at a 
licensed Indian restaurant, hence my choice 
of Mongoose. Both agreed our meals were 
delicious, and I was served a trout as an 
extra. Something fishy there, methinks. 

Essence 

But that was not our only treat. Desserts 
followed, by which time our hosts could end 
their fast, so they offered us a serving of the 
platter they were to enjoy. It was too much, 
especially after pudding, but it needed no 
second invitation as they kindly packed it 
up so we could enjoy it the next day. 

Zack has tried to keep the essence of the 
building since taking on the former pub 
just six months ago. It had been a popular 


establishment in its day and he was keen 
to bring it back into use.It’s welcoming and 
adequately decorated and ambiently lit.

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TSI engine is impressive

For years car makers have been 
striving for new technological 
ways to produce cleaner, more 
economical cars that are better 
for your pocket and for the plan¬ 
et. 

Diesel cars are, for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, losing some of their gloss, elec¬ 
tric cars are getting better but still have 
a way to go and hydrogen fuel cells 
could be years away. 

Hybrids are one way of saving fuel with¬ 
out sacrificing too much by way of per¬ 
formance, but there’s another way - one 
being developed by Ford, Suzuki, Renault 
Volkswagen and others. 

The method is to take a small capacity 
petrol engine and to turbocharge it, forcing 
more air into thecylinder to give you more 
bang for your buck (as they say across the 
Atlantic) for better performance, but saving 
on the sort of fuel consumption you’d get 
from a bigger, normally aspirated engine. 

For Volkswagen (and its Audi, Skoda 
and SEAT associates) this is the acclaimed 
TSI engine, which combines direct petrol 
injection with turbocharging. 

It’s latest incarnation is the three cylin¬ 
der, 1.0 litre unit fitted in the seventh gen¬ 
eration Golf: the first time VW has used 
petrol power for a car with its ‘Bluemotion 
economy tag. 

There’s a useful comparison to make 
here as this 999cc engine is, essentially, 
the same as the non- turbo unit used in the 
company’s little Up! City car. 

In the Up! it produces 60PS of power: 


the new Golf’s TSI boasts 115PS. Thanks to 
the turbo the latter also has 200Nm of torque, 
double that of the Up! But it doesn’t stop 
there: the heavier Golf, with an official test av¬ 
erage of 65.7mpg and a tax-busting 99g/km 
of C02 emissions, is actually slightly leaner 
and greener than its city slicker cousin. And, 
due to its economy, the Golf Bluemotion has 
a theoretical range of 900 miles between fill¬ 
ups. 

It’s not entirely down to the engine, of 
course, as a Bluemotion model is a little 
lighter than a standard (and especially a 
diesel) Golf and has a number of aerody¬ 
namic tweaks to the body work to help it slip 
through the air more cleanly. 

The new model, in Match trim, isn’t exact¬ 
ly cheap at £20,765 but VW must be confi¬ 
dent that the savings on fuel and tax will be 
enough to persuade buyers it’s a reasonable 
option. 

Build quality and driving dynamics are typ¬ 
ically Golf: there’s little more that needs to be 
said. 

What is impressive is just how well this 
mere 999cc manages to hustle a car of this 
size along. It is lively: it’s 0 to 62mph time is 
9.7 seconds. 

But you wouldn’t expect those choosing 
an economy car to be regularly competing in 
the traffic lights grand prix: do that too often 
and your mpg figures will soon tumble. 

It’s all about how the Golf Bluemotion wafts 
along in normal road driving, the extra torque 
endowing it with the relaxed, refined charac¬ 
ter of a car with another cylinder and many 
more cubes under the bonnet. The slick six- 
speed manual gearbox also helps, for exam¬ 
ple if you plan a quick overtake. 

It’s a well-equipped car, too, with all the ex¬ 
pected electronic wizardry to keep you safe 
and enhance its roadholding and handling.

Electronic stability control, traction con¬ 
trol and an electronic differential lock are 
standard. ABS and hydraulic brake assist 
are supplemented by pre-crash occupant 
protection and post collision braking sys¬ 
tems, as well as seven airbags. 

A radar operated active cruise control 
system is designed to keep you a safe dis¬ 
tance from vehicles on front. 

Inside, you get air conditioning, electric 
windows and mirrors, heated front seats, 
automatic headlights and wipers and heat¬ 
ed front seats, as well of an array of stor¬ 
age solutions around the cabin. 


The central touchscreen controls the 
satnav, audio and connectivity systems, 
and comes with a three year subscription 
of Car-Net which gives the driver online 
access to a range of information from traf¬ 
fic problems to weather and where you 
might find a parking space. The Bluemo¬ 
tion also comes with VW’s standard three 
years/60,000 miles warranty and comes 
with a reasonable 14E insurance rating.

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Ford goes 
big in the 
SUV sector 
with Edge

Designed to appeal to audiences on both 
sides of th Atlantic, Ford’s Edge is the big¬ 
gest SUV to come from the brand in several 
years. 

From the concept to the end product, the Edge is a 
new thing. It’s Ford of Europe’s first large SUV, based 
on Mondeo undergarments, but with four-wheel- 
drive, two powerful diesel engines (with more under 
consideration) and a new, premium shtick with which 
the American company wants to poke the German 
luxury brands. 

It’s part of the OneFord programme, so it’s built in North 
America and exported all over the globe with minor changes 
to suit different markets. We awkward Europeans with our 
bumpy B-roads and our derestricted autobahns had a big 
say in how the suspension and handling were tuned. 

If you’re thinking it looks a bit ‘Murican in the pictures, 
you’re not alone. But the blocky styling and slightly in-your- 
face dark wheels and detailing of the range-topping Sport 
model sing a pretty good tune in the metal. The Titanium 
model is a bit more reserved; a bit more middle-of-the-road. 
It’s improbably wide, though, with a high and highly-shaped 
bonnet, so it looks even bigger than it actually is. 

While the build and materials quality is for the most part a 
big step up for Ford, it’s competing with S line Audi Q5s and 
mid-grade BMW X3s. Even the entry-level Jaguar F-Pace 
is a rival. Next to those badges, the Blue Oval can’t really 
compete. 

Usefulness 

Where the Edge scores points is for its clever design, 
which squeezes loads of usefulness into its 4.8-metre 
length. There are bag hooks in the boot, a spare wheel, a 
cabin wide enough for three kids to sit side-by-side on bean 
bags and enough clever storage spaces to make it a night¬ 
mare for customs officials at border crossings. 

The amount of empty air around the front seats is amaz¬ 
ing. Even the current Mr Universe wouldn’t have shoulders 
broad enough to fill the width. Including the stubby mirrors, 
the Edge is well over two metres wide, and it feels it on the 
road, but it does create an implausibly spacious cabin. 

Driven back-to-back, the more powerful diesel offers no¬ 
ticeably more low-down punch. The twin-clutch automatic 
gearbox helps make the most of that, too, only kicking down 
when your throttle pedal inputs clearly ask for it. The 2.0-li- 
tre diesel might not be the most refined on the market, but 
Ford’s soundproofing and standard-fit Active Noise Control 
suppress wind and road noise like you wouldn’t believe. The 
quiet at motorway speeds (and beyond) is uncanny. 

The Sport’s variable-ratio steering is frustrating, as is 
every other system like it. Approach the same corner at dif¬ 
ferent speeds and you’ll need two entirely different steering 
inputs to negotiate it. The standard set-up is slower to turn 
the car, but feels more consistent, despite a strong urge to 
self-centre. Neither transmits any meaningful road feel. 

Sport models have a harder suspension system that per¬ 
mits less body roll, but rides with a jiggly edge on its 20-inch 
wheels that’s missing from the Titanium and its 19s. As a 
trade-off the Sport feels more planted in corners, and has 
the more supportive seats for the job. 

The model to go for is the Titanium with the Lux pack, the 
more powerful engine and the automatic gearbox, although 
to create it you also need to add the full-fat and rather bass- 
heavy Sony stereo system. All of a sudden it’s a £37,000 car. 
Add LED headlights for another £1,000 on top of that. The 
panoramic roof is £800. The £40,000 barrier is within fairly 
easy reach. Ouch. 

Clearly a Ford enthusiast, of which there are many, will 
look at the Edge as a proper family car. And it is. It’s Ameri¬ 
ca-big, so feels a bit wide for a lot of minor European roads, 
but the amount of space and practicality is incredible. If the 
German options just don’t light your candle, the Edge offers 
a new choice. 

This car summed up in a single word: Stable

Yorkshire has some fantastic scenery and, 
luckily for the motoring enthusiast, it’s criss¬ 
crossed by some pretty amazing, bendy 
roads. 

So, even when you’re driving what is clearly des¬ 
ignated a city car these open roads are actually the 
perfect place to put it through its paces. 

This was the latest, and easily the prettiest, version of the 
Skoda Citygo, and even though it is kitted out with the latest 
technology such as touchscreen and satnav, this actually 
seemed a bit of a drive down memory lane for me. 

It took me back more than 40 years to the quieter roads 
of rural Shropshire and the sheer delight of driving a classic 
Mini. 

Outright performance just isn’t an issue as you tackle 
bend after bend, revelling in the pin sharp steering, excel¬ 
lent agility and wheel at each cornerstability of the small but 
perfectly formed car. 

All good features around town, of course, where the ex¬ 
cellent all-round visibility (and lack of big overhangs to catch 
the unwary) makes it a breeze to manouvre and park. 

Citygo isn’t new, of course, and mechanically it’s virtually 
identical to its VW Group city slicker sibling, the Up! And 
the Seat Mii. 

But my ride for a couple of hours was a new special edi¬ 
tion, the Citygo Monte Carlo, named in honour of Skoda’s 
sporting heritage including its win n the famous rally in 1936, 
which first spawned the badge on the company’s Popular 
Sport Monte Carlo a year later. 

It was reintroduced in 2011 as a Fabia special edition, and 
now versions of the Yeti have gone the full Monte too. 

As for Citygo, it’s already proved it’s practicality and ap¬ 
peal to the heads of buyers with a City Car of the Year ti¬ 
tle. The Monte Carlo is an appeal to the heart, with extra, 
eye-catching red and black colour scheme (inside and out), 
sports styling, and extra equipment. 

As a means of attracting young buyers, it’s a shrewd one: 
for under £11,000 it’s affordable, economy is over 50mpg, 
you tax liability is low and, best of all, there’s an impressively 
low group two insurance rating. 

It comes with front and rear spoilers, a rear disfusser and 
lowered suspension which not only turn the standard Citygo 
into eye-candy, it also helps to give the Monte Carlo its ex¬ 
cellent handling characteristics. It also comes with 15-inch 
alloy wheel, fog lights, and sunset glass. 

Inside the red and black theme continues with a sports 
steering wheel with red sticthing, glass black dash inserts, 
special badging and bespoke, sports-style seats and a com¬ 
prehensive satnav, trip computer and infotainment system. 

These features come on top of the standard Citygo SE 
specification. A convenience pack -including cruise control 
and rear parking sensors - were options added to the test 
car to take the price up to £11,325. 

The Monte Carlo’s engine is the standard Citygo 60PS 
petrol version (a 75PS option is available in other versions) 
which is capable of averaging nearly 63mpg according to 
official tests, with a low C02 rating of 105g//km. 

The benchmark 0 to 62mph takes 14.4 seconds. The en¬ 
gine does make itself heard when you’re pressing hard to 
get up to motorway speed, or using the lower gears to set 
yourself up for corners. 

But it’s smooth and rather growly - not at all harsh and, in¬ 
deed, an essential part of the experience for the keen driver. 

The ride on some of those less than perfect Yokshire 
B-roads was surprisingly composed, particularly for a small 
car with sports suspension: full marks there to the engi¬ 
neers. 

The Monte Carlo will no doubt add youth appeal to the 
competent and cheap to run Citygo range: but from my ex¬ 
perience you don’t have to be young to appreciate. It still 
brought a big grin to my face!

IN the world of cars everyone’s looking to 
smaller engines. Yes, you’ve guessed why; 
they use less fuel, or they ought to. 

In the world of light commercial vehicles Volkswa¬ 
gen has decided to do things differently. Its latest Am- 
arok pick-up, due here before the end of the year, has 
an engine half as big again as the unit in the truck you 
can buy today. 

Out go the current 2.0 litre, four cylinder diesels, with 140 
or 180 horsepower and in comes a 3.0 litre powerplant with 
six cylinders (borrowed from some Audis) and with enough 
performance to make it the GTI of truckland. 

And the reason for this surprising looking move to more 
cylinders and more ccs? 

Buyers of the first Amaroks were happy to pay more for 
what they saw as a premium product (which it was), but 
reckoned that should mean more power than was available 
from a mere 2.0 litres. 

Then, by the end of this year the old, smaller engine 
would need to be expensively upgraded anyway, to meet 
tougher new Euro 6 pollution limits. 

The official fuel consumption test all new vehicles have 
to take reckons the bigger-engined Amarok will manage 
37.2mpg and nip under 200g/km of tailpipe emissions (just, 
at 199g/km). That is actually a bit thirstier than before but a 
little less polluting. 


Revised 

Those are figures for the beefiest of three engines that will 
eventually power this heavily revised four door load lugger. 

This 224 horsepower V6 TDI is coming first and takes the 
Amarok to 120mph and from zero to 62mph in a spritely 7.9 
seconds. 

Some time in 2017 the Hanover-built Amarok will be 
joined by engines with 163 and 204 horsepower and, pre¬ 
sumably, still better economy figures and a lower price tag 
- the precise sizes of which will not be revealed until nearer 
the launch date. Current prices start at £25,419 and expect 
a gentle uplift. 

VW thinks the new model will sell to the same sort of 
person, attracted by something that is both technically ad¬ 
vanced and tough with a solid helping of comfort thrown in. 

Minor changes to the outside include new bumpers and 
radiator grille and a new emphasis on horizontal lines that 
make an already wide machine look wider still. 

New alloy wheels and a third brake light with LED tech¬ 
nology will also help the anorak distinguish the newcomer 
from the older model. Oh, and new front mud flaps cut the 
aero drag. 


Posh 

There are bigger changes inside, where an already car¬ 
like feel is reinforced by a new dashboard where we find 
a touchscreen, radio and navigation, along with standard 
Bluetooth and the option of CarNet and App Connect sys¬ 
tems. 

We Brits like our Amaroks pretty posh, so most will have 
auto gears and be in top trim level with the second most 
powerful engine. 

On the smooth roads around Munich, where the pick-up 
is being launched to the world’s motoring press, the most 
powerful model pulled like a train and made no more noise 
than a decently refined car, which it resembled to the tiniest 
detail inside. 

Its simple (or crude in modern car terms) solid rear axle 
and cart springs only betrayed their lack of sophistication on 
concrete sections, where they set up a noticeable bobbing 
motion. 

A trip read out of precisely 30mpg seemed respectable 
- a moderately challenging off road course proved that the 
Amarok will shrug off anything an owner is likely to throw at 
his dream machine - but the 7.4mpg recorded on the rough 
stuff might be incentive enough in itself not to risk a scratch.

MORE than 1,400 youngsters from 
across the region joined forces for a fes¬ 
tival of sport at the Black Country School 
Games in Walsall. 

A host of different sports were on offer for 
the primary and secondary school pupils, who 
all came through qualifying stages to reach the 
final showpiece. 

The Black Country School Games was being held 
for the seventh time and saw 9,000 children partici¬ 
pate this year alone. 

The event has grown at such a rapid rate over its 
short existence that the 2016 finals - which were held

In all, 82 schools, from the boroughs of Walsall, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Wolverhampton battled it out 
across 12 different sports, including athletics, round¬ 
ers, multi-skills, cricket, tri-golf, rugby, football, 
dodgeball and a triathlon. These were contested in 
the sports hall, on the artificial pitches and full-scale 
athletics track. 

At the end of it all, the green shirts of Sandwell 
lifted the trophy. 

Black Country BeActive headed the event. Paul 
Wicker, one of the organisers from Walsall Council, 
said: “It’s sport for young people, delivered by young 
people.” 

He added: “The idea is to create a mini-Olympics 
for the Black Country, and to have an opening cere¬ 
mony it adds to it and makes it different for them.”

She said: “Sport was what Joel did best and that’s 
what he wanted people to do.
